REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest prior art is Shih et al. (US 4,897,397). Shih et al. teach compounds 
that differ from the compounds of the instant invention in that the ring moiety, which 
corresponds to ring "A" in the instant formula (I), is unsubstituted while the instant claim 
require 1 or 2 substituents to be present (see columns 13-14 in Shih et al.). Shih et al 
do not contemplate or suggest further modifications of the ring and one of ordinary skill 
in the art would not be motivated to make the necessary structural changes to the 
compounds of Shih et al. in order to arrive at the instant invention.
